Changing Settings 



The red, green, yellow, and blue keys on 
yourBOOKM AN change functions accord- 
ing to which book is selected. 

When the built-in book is selected, the 
color keys function as labelled on the 
BOOKMAN keyboard. When a cartridge 
book is selected, the color keys func- 
tion as labelled on that cartridge. 
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Remember, the color keys for BOOK- 
MAN books in cartridges function as la- 
belled on their cartridges, not as on the 
keyboard. 



You can adjust the type size, shutoff 
time, and screen contrast. The type size 
changes the number of lines of text ap- 
pearing on screen. The shutoff time is 
how long BOOKMAN stays on ifyoufor- 
get to turn it off.

• Type abbreviations instead of 
complete book titles (e.g., PS for 
PSALMS or EPH for EPHESIANS ). 

• Type an Arabic or Roman numeral 
before books of more than one 
volume (e.g., I SAMUEL or II 
KINGS ). To type a number, hold El 
and press a numbered key. 

• Some book titles, such as 
NUMBERS and/ OH/V, are also 
valid search words. W hen you 
search for one of these ambiguous 
words, a menu like this appears:

> Searching for Sections 

You can search for a section by 
entering one or more words from a 
section title of a book. For example, 
enter BEATITUDES and you find the 
start of the S ermon on the M ount.

Highlighting Search Words 



> About Ordered Searches 

W hen you select ORDERED 
SEARCH, you find words only in the 
order that you enter them. For 
example, an ordered search for HOLY 
SPIRfT does not find SPIRfT HOLY. 




The search widths set how far apart 
search words can be in matches. 



Search Width Distance 

CLOSE TOGETHER nearly adjacent 
NOT AS CLOSE a few words apart 
FAR APART many words apart 
VERY FAR APART up to a few verses 

> Unsearchable Words 

These words are too common to 
search for, either by entering them or 
by highlighting them in verses: a, an, 
and, are, as, be, but, by, for, from, he, 
her, him, his, I, in, is, it, me, my, not, 
0, of, our, out, shall, she, that, the, 
their, them, they, to, up, upon, us, 
was, we, were, with, you. 



You can also search for a word by high- 
lighting it in a verse. Try this example.

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Expanding Your Searches 



► Understanding Expansions 

Each time that you expand a search, 
similar words are added to your 
search and more matches are found. 

The first time that you press (more) 
(red), inflections are added (e.g., 
BELIEVE and BELIEVED to BELIEF). 

The second time that you press 
(more) (red), compound and related 
words are added (e.g., BELIEVER 
and UNBELIEF to BELIEF). 

The third time that you press 
(more) (red), synonyms are added (e.g., 
UNDERSTAND and SURELY to 
BELIEF ). 

When you expand a phrase, words 
similar to any or all your search 
words are found. 

NOTE: Sometimes pressing (more) 
(red) only once does not expand a 
search because your search word(s) 
have no inflections in this Bible. In 
that case, press (more - ) (red) a 
second and a third time to expand 
your search.

> Deleting All Bookmarks 

Caution: W hen you delete all your 
bookmarks as described below, the 
menus are reset to their original 
settings: ORDERED SEARCH off, 
CLOSE TOGETHER search width, 9 
screen contrast, MEDIUM type size, 
and 2M/«LTfSshutofftime. 

To delete all your bookmarks at one 
time, first turn off BOOKMAN. Then 
hold (qnJqh) and press (css^) to reset 
it. 
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Sending Words Between Books 



Cartridge Care 



This BOOKMAN can send words be- 
tween certain books. 

To send a word, you must install the car- 
tridge in a BOOKMAN that has a built-in 
book which is also able to send or re- 
ceive words. To learn if a built-in book 
can send or receive words, read it's 
User's Guide.

Resetting BOOKMAN 



If the BOOKMAN keyboard fails to re- 
spond, or if its screen performs erratically, 
first press (cistr) and then press 
twice. If nothing happens, follow the steps 
below to reset it. 

Warning: Pressing the reset button with 
more than very light pressure may perma- 
nently disable your BOOKMAN. In addi- 
tion, resetting BOO KM AN erases settings 
and information entered into its built-in book, 
and in an installed cartridge. 

1. Hold (ci|flR) and press (owSn) . 

If nothing happens, try Step 2. 

2. Use a paperclip to gently press 
BOOKMAN'S reset button. 

The reset button is recessed in a pin- 
sized hole on the back of BOOKMAN. 
Look for it on the battery cover or near 
the cartridge slot. 




• M ake sure your cartridge, if any, 
is installed correctly. 



• C heck that the cartridge's metal 
contacts are dirt-and dust-free.
